Birmingham, Ala., Peb. 21.—A tel- 


ephone message from Bessemer, six 
miles from the scene of the disaster 
at Virginia mines, where about 120 
miners have beeen entombed by an 
explosion, said, that at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning, an unconfirmed report 
had reached there that the rescuers 
had reached the interior of the mine 
and that sixty dead bodies had been 
found. 
Whether this rumor is true 


or not it is known that practically all 
hope of finding any of the imprisoned 
men alive has been abandoned. The 
rescuers during the night 
encoun- 


tered much afterdamp and many of 
them had to be taken to the surface 
and revived, having1 been overcome 
by the fumes. 
This leads the res- 


cuers to believe that the entombed 
men could not possibly have lived 
this long in. their dark, underground 
habitation. 
Hundreds 
of miners 


gathered at the Virginia during the 
night to help in the rescue work, but 
only a limited number could be em- 
ployed. 
However, as soon aa one 


shift was tired or overcome by after- 
damp, another was 
ready 
to take 


their places and continue the work. 
State Mine Inspector J. M. Gray was 
on the scene all night directing the 
work. The mine is some distance off 
the railroad and is reached only by 


•agon road. 


ALL HOPE GIVEN TIP. 


According'to the official list of the 


check 
weighman 
at the Virginia 


mines there were 107 miners, helpers 
and other workers underground at 
time of the disaster. However, it is 
admitted that a number of newly

Boston, Feb. 21.—A large double 


pier, Nos. 3 and 4, of the Hoosac 


• tunnel docks in Charleston, together 


witfc. considerable valuable freight, 
w.as completely 
destroyed 
by fire 


/ttrly today and the steamer Phila- 
delphian, 
of the 
Furness-Leyland 


lino, from which 
the crew fled so 


hastily that two were injured, wa 
hauled into the siream with her up- 
per works ablaze. The loss to the 
Boston and Maine railroad company, 
the owners of the docks, is estimated 
at fully $400,000, while the dam- 
age to the Philadelphian will bring 
the total loss up to about a million 
dollars. The adjoining pier, No. 5, 
which was burned last November, 
and which was being rebuilt, was 
slightly damaged, while the steamer 
Dalton Hall, on the opposite side of 
the pier from the 
Philadelphian, 


backed out under her own steam, 
practically uninjured. 
Chief Stew- 


ard Fellows, 
of the Philadelphian, 


jumped overboard and was rescued 
in an exhausted condition, while one 
of the firemen of the steamer jumped 
to the deck of a near-by lighter and 


had a leg broken. Captain Dickin- 
son and his wife were taken off by 
the fire boat 
after they had oeen 


driven to the stern of the burning 
steamer and were about to jump into 
the harbor. 
The fire started pre- 


sumably from spontaneous combus- 
tion in some hay on pier No. 4, at 
1:30 o'clock this morning, and swept 
with terrific speed through the long 
shed. 
Within five minutes after it 


was discovered fully a quarter of an 
acre of covered pier, well filled with 
the most inflammable goods 
was 


wrapped in flames. Blazing brands 
were carried across the harbor to the 
city proper, but fortunately away 
from a large grain elevator at the 
head of pier No. 4. 
The Philadel- 


phian, which arrived last Saturday 
from Liverpool, and had discharged ' 


about a quarter of her cargo, caught 
fire within a few minutes. Her crew, 
who rushed 
on deck

alarm, were driven over the side by 
the great volume of flames which 
poured across the decks. But few 
harbor tugs were in the neighbor- 
hood and it woa nearly an hour be- 
fore she was hauled from her peril- 
ous position.

The news of the assassination of 


the grand duke reached 
Tsarskoe 


Selo while the imperial family were 
entertaining Prince Frederick Leo- 
pold of Prussia. It created the great- 
est consternation. 
The emperor is 


reported to have been 
completely 


prostrated. All festivities in honor 
of the Prussian guest were at once 
abandoned. 


This afternoon 
Ambassador Mc- 


Cormick and the other ambassadors 
drove to the palace to express their 
official condolences, also leaving their 
cards at the palaces of the various 
members of the imperial family. 


At the time sentence of death was 


pronounced 
by the terrorists upon 


Grand Duke Sergius it was reported 
that Grand Duke Alexis, Procurator 
of the Holy Synod, Pobiedenoestzeff 
and General Trepoff, then chief of 
police of Moscow, and now governor 
general of St. Petersburg, -were con- 
demned also to die. 


THE SENTENCE OF DEATH. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 17.—7:30 p. 


_m.—The sentence of death ont Grand 


Duke Sergius was contained in a 
proclamation 
issued by the social 


revolutionists' of Moscow after the 
demonsti'ution on December 11 of 
last year at St. Petersburg was put 
down. It read: 


' "If our demonstration at Moscow 
(December 18 and 10) is crushed in 
as bloody a marwner as that of our 
brothers of St. Petersburg-, then be 
the guilt therefor upon the head of 
Grand 
Duke Sergius and General 


Trepoff, and we, the committee, in 
that event have foreordained their 
deaths." 


The Grand Duke Sergius, uncle of 


the Russian emperor and formerly 
governor general of Moscow, is ui> 
derstood to have been, condemned to 
death by the revolutionary party in 
December last. The governor gener- 
alship of Moscow was abolished early 
in the year, and the grand duke, ac- 
cording to dispatches from Moscow 
January 4, kept closely to the well 
guarded Nickouski palace on the out- 
skirts of Moscow, retaining his posi- 
tion of commander-in-chief of the 
military district. Later in January, 
.however, it was announced that the 
grand duke had Bought refuge in one 
of the palaces of the Kremlin. 
He 


has been classed as the most reaction- 
ary member of the imperial family, 
as the head of what is referred to as 
the war party, and has beeiu stig- 
matized by the liberals as Russia's 
evil genius. 
Grand Duke Sergius 


was born In 1857 and was married 
In 18S4 to Princess Elizabeth of 
Hesse-Darmstadt. 
They have no 


children. 


LIKE SHADOW OF DOOM. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 18.—1:05 p. m. 


—Oppression, like _th'e 
shadow of 


doom seems to be hanging over the 
Bussian capital. Bells are tolling 
and the people in the 
streets are 


aghast 
with 
yerterday's 
bloody 


crime. Every one seenu to shrink 
before the contemplation 
of what 


may happen next. The tragedy 
struck deep in the heart of the per- 
plexed and tried emperor and many 
who were unsparing in their criti- 
cism yesterday today have only ex- 
pressions of sympathy for his un- 
happy lot. 
The bitter cup which 


during the last year has been pressed 
again and again to his lips is once 
more filled to the brim and in almost 
pathetic words this morning he im- 
plores his subjects to pray for the 
soul of his murdered uncle. Death is 
' in the air and no one knows where 
the next blow may 
fall, although 


precautions have been 
doubled in 


every direction for the preservation 
. of the lives of members of the ira- 
. perial family and the ministers and 
\ the secret police axe seeking out and 
arresting those known to be associat- 
. ed with the 
fighting 
organization. 


. The authorities realize their impo- 
tency to ward off the swift acts of 
terrorism, murder in the streets be- 
ing possible at any instant. The 
only safety seems to lie in seeking 


. refuge behind palace walls and all 


; the imperial family have been warn- 


- ed not to venture out. 


Although only the official papers 


and the Grashdanin 
appear 
with 


black borders, the editorials of all of 
them are strangely sober. Some pa- 
pers which In the past have been 
ready to lay almost any charge at the 
door of Grand Duke Sergius are draw- 
ing1 back before the prospect of the 
inauguration of a reign 
of terror 


fearing that it may 
destroy the 


bright prospects of reform and lead 
to an era of repression. But even in 
the midst of universal reprobation 
of the crime the majority of press 
hope that-after all 
darkest 
hour 


comes just before dawn. 
Among 


the revolutionaries, however, there is 
a sentiment of elation. They openly 
glory in the deed, proclaiming that it 
removes the most reactionary influ- 
ence at court, and also proclaim the 
general theory that in the absence of 


armed resistance only by terror can 
concessions be wrung from the hands 
of the autocracy. According to their 
views any weapon is justifiable. As 
a matter of fact it is too early yet to 
say what the political effect will be. 
For the moment everything is at a 
standstill. 


Expressions of 
condolence have 


reached the emperor airect "from prac- 
tically all governments, 
those of 


President Loubet, Emperor William 
and King1 Edward being especially 
warm and sympathetic in tone. It 
Is probable that several governments 
will ssnd representatives to the fu- 
neral of Grand Duke Sergius. 


BELLS TOLL FOB DEAD DUKE. 


Moscow, 
Feb. 18.—The bells of 


Moscow's five hundred churches are 
tolling today, requiem masses are 
being celebrated and before many 
shrines priests are ceaselessly chant- 
ing prayers for the repose of the soul 
of the murdered Grand Duke Sergius. 
His remains still rest in the Choiidoff 
monastery, whither 
they were re- 


moved yesterday. 
The bier is cov- 


ered with flowers and surrounded by 
burning tapers. Two monks remain 
constantly at the foot of the coffin 
reciting prayers for the dead. 


The widowed Grand Duchess Eliza- 


beth is prostrated. 
She keeps to her 


apartments in the little palace and 
was not able even 
to attend the 


requiem mass. 
Touching messages 


have 
been received by the grand 


duchess from Emperor Nicholas and 
her sister, the empress. 


Troops are patrolling inside the 


Kremlin and. all the entrances of 
which continue to be closed to the 
public. 
The crime, while actually 


not unanticipated in view of the re- 
peated 
threats, has 
nevertheless 


created a profound impression in the 
ancient capital. 


All the shops are closed and the 


newspapers appeared with mounting 
borders. 
Some students have been 


roughly handled in the streets. 


DETAILS OF KILLING. 


It appears to be confirmed that 


the grand duke, when killed, was on 
his way to the governor 
general's 


palace at Tverskaia, where he resided 
while governor general, for the pur- 
pose of taking a bath. The grand 
duke was a great lover of Bussian 
baths, those he had. arranged in the 
palace being most sumptuous. Vice 
Governor SabourofE, who was preced- 
ing the grand duke from the Nicho- 
las palace, noticed a crowd in Bed 
square and turned back to warn, the 
grand duke to proceed through a side 
street, but it was already too late. 
The explosion occurred just as he 
reached the Kremlin gate. 
While 


the assassin was dressed as a work- 
rngman, it Is evident he belongs to 
a higher class. His papers were all 
forged and there is no clue yet to his 
identity. 
Policeman Loniteff, who 


was near the Niklosky gate and who 
seized the assassin, gays that as soon, 
as the grand duke's carriage drove 
into Senate square 
the 
murderer 


moved out and with unerring aim 
hurled the bomb directly into the 
carriage window. 


EED HAZE FILLS AIR. 


A blinding flash and a terrible ex; 


plosion followed, the force of which 
reduced 
the 
vehicle 
to splinters 


The air was filled with a red haze, 
blood being spattered to a distance 
of 300 feet. 
The maddened horses 


dashed forward, dragging the coach- 
man, Andrew, 
a man of gigantic 


stature, but they soon fell in their 
tracks. An. officer who witnessed the 
tragedy from the barracks directed 
some soldiers to bring a stretcher. 
The officer covered the remains, of 
which only a leg and a portion of 
the body were intact, with an over- 
coat of one of the men*. 


GODFREY GUILTY 


REQUIEM MASS FOR VICTIM. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 18.—3:40 p. m.. 


—A solemn requiem state mass for 
the repose of the soul of Grand Duke 
Sergiua was celebrated 
at 
St. 


Isaac's here this afternoon, at which 
the metropolitan of St. Petersburg 
officiated and the representatives .of 
the foreign powers, the ministers and 
other dignitaries were present in full 
uniform, but not a single member of 
the imperial family attended. 
The 


great square in which the imposing 
cathedral is situated presented a re- 
markable spectacle. 
The surround- 


ing sidewalks were packed with peo- 
ple held back by a solid wall of po- 
lice drawn up in lines. Inside the 
square row upon row 
of gorgeous 


carriages and sleighs faced the por- 
tal. At intervals were posted mount- 
ed sentries and in each corner of the 
square was a squadron of red Cos- 
sacks of the guard. 


KAISER'S CONDOLENCES. 


Berlin, Feb. 18.—"An hour after the 


news of the assassination of Grand 
Duke Sergius reached 
Berlin, Em- 


peror William drove to the Russian 
embassy, expressed personally to 
Count Von Osten-Sacken, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, his horror and re- 
quested him to convey his deep sym- 
pathy to Bmperor Nicholas. A re- 
quiem service at the Russian em- 
bassy today for the repose' of the aoul 
of Grand Duke Sergius was attended 
by many high personages and the 
officers of tho third regiment of Uh- 
lans, of which the grand duke was 
honorary colonel. 
The emperor did 


not attend the requiem as the service 
was informal

submitted by the defense on Wednes- 
day was purposed to prove the good 
character of the 
defendant. 
Ni 


fifty witnesses had been summoned 
by the defense, but in a ruling Wed- 
nesday Judge Erwin 
limited 
the 


number to n small part of that fig- 
ure, greatly shortening the trial. The 
witnesses who testified to John God' 
fray's good character were Warren 
Hoke, John Greider, Dallas Bran- 
strattor, James Garrison, Charles 
Dalman and Willard Fairfield. Frank 
Godfrey's character did not stand up 
well under the view 
of these wit- 


nesses. 


THE ARGUMENTS. 


At 10 o'clock Friday morning, the 


testimony having all been submitted, 
the arguments of 
counsel began, 


three hours being allowed each side.' 
Prosecutor Dawson opened for the 
state, reviewing the circumstances of 
the case and Recapitulating the evi- 
dence. 
He demanded a verdict of 


murder In the first degree. Frank 
Emrick, of counsel for the defendant, 
followed in a strong- argument and 
then Attorney E. V. Emrick made the 
closing plea for the Miami youth. 
Despite ill health Mr. Emrick made a 
powerful argument and presented the 
testimony of the defense in its most 
favorable 
aspects, 
Judge 
S. M. 


Hench, assistant to the prosecutor, 
made the closing argument in an ad- 
dress that was logical, masterful and 
connected. His mastery of all the 
details of the testimony and presen- 
tation of them in proper order was a 
fine example of synthetic argument. 
Near 6 o'clock Friday afternoon the 
arguments were completed and Judge 
Erwin delivered his charge to the 
jury, which at once retired to delib- 
erate. 


JOHN GODFREY'S STORY. ' 


Friday morning John Godfrey, the 


defendant, was placed on* the witness 
stand and 'for the first time told his 
version of the killing of Ms father 
on the night of March 11, 1904. 


The material points upon which his 


account of the tragedy differs from 
that told byfhis brother, Frank God- 
frey, are that the latter went from 
the saloon a few minutes before the 
shots were fired, after he had held 
whispered 
conversation with his 


father, returning with a revolver, 
which he placed in> a drawer back of 
the bar; that the elder Godfrey or- 
dered the defendant in this case from 
the dwelling house after attempting 
to strike him with a stick of stove- 
woodj that he went from the resi- 
dence to the saloon to get his hat 
and coat preparatory to going to the 
old Godfrey place, known as the "big 
brick houfiej" that his father called 
him as he was leaving, drew a re- 
volver and was in the act of firing 
point blank at Ms head when the 
hand holding it was struck upward 
and a ball entered the ceiling; that 
tiie revolver dropped in the struggle 
that followed and was discharged as 
it struck the counter. 


As to the occurrences that took 


place during the day and evening 
preceding the shooting his evidence 
was practically along the same paths 
followed by the 
other witnesses. 


There were some variations, but none 
is material. 
The prisoner stood a 


crucial cross-examination that con- 
sumed several hours and was 
not 


shaken' \n his statements. 


Godfrey was called upon to take 


the stand immediately 
after court 


convened this morning and at the 
outset his voice gave 
evidence of 


slight nervousness. He recovered aa 
he proceeded with the story and an- 
swered the questions promptly, but 
with sufficient deliberation! to show 
that he knew the vital importance 
of his admissions. 
There were only 


a few people in the court room when 
he began his testimony, but by noon 
there was a crowd that forced itself 
into the aisles and took all of the 
seating capacity and standing room. 
Bailiff Daily preserved 
good order 


and there was no interruption to the 
proceedings. 


DETAILS OF TESTIMONY. 


As soon as court convened Friday 


morn>hig his examination proceeded, 


"Tell your full name to the court 


and jury." 


"John J. Godfrey." 
"How old are youP" 
"Twenty-four." 
"My father's name was John God- 


frey and I was born on the Indian 
reservation, four miles west of the 
city, a quarter of a mile west of the 
old brick house, and my mother's

name was Mary Hartman." 


"I have three sisters and 
onw 


brother. 
Two sisters 
live in the

mother died wlien I was about six 
years old. I lived in the place I was. 
born until a short time after my 
mother's death, then moved to the 
home of my grandfather, where 1 
spent the rest of my life.*' 


The witness then gave the names 


of the members of the household dur- 
ing the time he lived with his grand- 
parents and went over in detail all 
of the places he has resided during 
the last few years. He said he went 
to school at No. 8 school house on the 
Indianapolis road, which was also at- 
tended by his brother and sifters. 
He said he worked at anything he 
could get to do, but most of the time 
he took charge of the gravel pit on 
his father's farm. . 


WAS ALWAYS AT WORK. 


He said he had worked for various 


farmers in the vicinity of his . old. 
home and among his 
employers 


named several witnesses 
who had 


testified as to his good character. 


He had also, he said, worked in 


the core shop at the Bass foundry 
and performed the same duties at the 
Menefee foundry, where he was em- 
ployed for three or four months, and 
then went to the Central foundry 
and afterward had charge of a con- 
struction gang of workmen on the 
interurban road between Fort Wayne 
and Huntington after having worked 
himself up from a common laborer. 
He said in addition he had tended 
bar for A. C. McClaren and later went 
back to the gravel pit. 


He moved with his father to the 


house near the Godfrey 
saloon in 


September, 1003, and remained there 
until he was arrested, since which 
time he has been in the county jail. 
He said that he and his father were 
there most of the 
time alone, al- 


though Frank Godfrey and his sis- 
ter, Hester /Smith, frequently came 
and remained for short periods. 


LEADS UP TO TRAGEDY. 


Coming up to the ume of the trag- 


edy he said he, his father and Pat 
Strack were at home on March 11, 
1004, and ha cared for the saloon. 
At this point the witness gave a de- 
tailed description of the interior ar- 
rangement of the saloon, corroborat- 
ing the other testimony along the 
same line already brought out by the 
defense, differing only in the. fact 
that he indicated the location of the 
cash register on the back bar and 
stated there 
were a number of 


drawers and cases with glass doors 
immediately beneath. 


DESCRIBES SALOON. 


The prisoner describsd 
minutely 


the places in which tne beer and 
other liquors were kept, the situation 
of the ice box and the nails back of 
the counter that have formed such an 
important feature of the state's evi- 
dence and said he Iiad passed them 
times out of number in drawing beer 
and that his coat had never caught 
on either of them. This last state- 
ment was ruled out by the court. 


Continuing, the 
defendant said: 


On the night of the 10th of March, 
1904, my father, Prank and myself- 
were at home and on the 'morning of 
the eleventh, I finished up my work 
at home and came to the city for my 
father and paid a note on the cash 
register, and a balance on some fur- 
niture at Poster's and got home 
about 11:30 o'clock in the forenoon. 
I got some rock and rye and took it 
in the saloon. Pat Strack and fath- 
er were in there at the time, and, I 
then went and cooked the dinner and 
washed up the dishes and fed th'e 
horse, and went down to the river to 
lielp look for the body of a boy that 
was drowned. 


OLD GODFREY WAS DBTJNK. 
"I stayed there all afternoon and 


went home about 5 o'clock or a lit- 
tle after and got supper and tended 
to the horse. 
I was in the saloon 


that evening when Henry Neireiter 
and father came in, and they chuck- 
ed, dice. lather said, 'That's It, you 


of —; as quick as I go away 


everything goes to hell.' 
I says, 


You are full again.' He replied, 'I 
am drunker than a — of— and am 
going to stay that way for two 
weeks.' 
My father 
drank 
some 


whisky and after Neireiter had been 
there a while he went home. 
I 


stayed in the saloon with my father 
and he called me a black .aearted 


of b—, and at that I walked out 


of doors. 
I don't remember wheth- 


er my father had bis coat on or not. 
He had on his hat and I was in my 
shirt sleeves. 


"I said, pa, don't call me those 


names; it is not nice, and I went out 
to the barn. I saw father again in 
about twenty minutes; when I went 
back to the saloon, and he was then 
alone. 
Ho asked me where I had 


been and I told him and he wanted 
me to take a drink, and when I re- 
fused he insisted and I took a small 
one, Frank came in about that time 
and wanted the guitar, and father 
said he couldn't have it, as Pat 
Strack owed him a bill and he in- 
tended to- keep it. until if was paid. 
I .said, 'let him have it; what's the 
use of quarreling over an old gui- 
tarP' and he let him have it.

Pappert asked ihim where his gun 
was and he told him he did not have 
any. 


"I did not know my father was 


dead until Mr. Dawson read a war- 
rant to me in police court next menu- 
ing," continued the defendant.. "My 
feelings toward my father were al- 
ways good during his life and I took 
care of him several times when he 
was sick." 


This recital was brought out by a 


course of questioning during which. 
Judge Hemnh, who is conducting the 
case for the state, interposed a num- 
ber of objections, but Judge Erwin 
was liberal in his rulings and held 
that all conversations between John 
Godfrey and his father were compe- 
tent testimony and allowed them to 
go before the .jury. 


FOTJKTD LOADED REVOLVER. 
Witness stated that on the day Sol- 


omon Stuck alleged that the .elder 
Godfrey made threats 
against his 


son he found a loaded revolver in the 
saloon and took the cartridges out. 
He also testified that eight or nine 
years ago his father chased him out 
of the woods where^they were chop- 
ping wood and threatened 
to kill 


him with a shot gun. 
Other occa- 


sions were recited 
when the elder 


Godfrey ran his son out of what is 
known as the "big brick house" with 
a revolver and another time recalled 
when the father ran his whole fam- 
ily out of their home. He added that 
liis "father ran him out of the brick 
house one time and shot at 
him 


twice, but could not recall whether 
or not any of the other members of 
the family were present. 


"When my father would come home 


drunk," said Godfrey, "I would leave 
the house and r:any a night I slept 
in the barn on that account." 


CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Judge Hench in the cross-examina- 


tion asked. Godfrey his 
age 
and 


whether or not he claimed Frank 
Godfrey as a brother of his and got 
an affirmative answer on the latter 
point. Then he took the 
witness 


along through the years 
from the 


time of his mother's death to the 
time of the tragedy, getting a repeti- 
tion of the facts that had been told 
in the direct testimony. In repeat- 
ing the story leading up to the time 
he returned to his father's 
saloon 


from the one kept by Gebhart the 
witness gave his 
answers 
readily 


and in a clear voice and made no ma- 
terial variations. 
The 
efforts 
of 


Judge Hench were directed toward 
testing the witness' memory as to 
the events that transpired 
in the 


Gebhart saloon with a view of show-, 
ing that he was under the influence 
of liquor at the time and had no clear 
recollection, of the occurrences. 


The fact was brought out that God- 


frey threw his brother down with lit- 
tle exertion in the Gebhart saloon, 
which was introduced to 
support 


Frank Godfrey's claim that the pris- 
oner pinioned him to the floor when 
he claims the revolver with which 
his father was shot WHS taken from 
his pocket a short time before the 
shooting. 


The next effort was toward prov- 


ing that John Godfrey could have left 
after he was ordered out by his father 
without going to the saloon, but he 
answered that he was compelled to go 
there for his coat and hat as he had 
no other. 


DENIES SHOOTING FATHER. 
The witness was asked if he was 


not standing, after his brother left 
the saloon at the time he was said to 
have procured the revolver, "directly 
under where he shot in the celling." 
This wns objected to and the court 
would not allow it to be answered. 


''Did you not shoot Ihe hole in tho 


cftiling before you shot your father?" 


"I did not shoot my father," was 


the answer. 


"Didn't you shoot your father after 


you shot that hole?" 


"I did not." 
Then the witness was called upon 


to review the incidents immediately 
surrounding the shooting and made 
no variations that differed in any 
essential facts from what he had told 
in the direct examination, 


"Now, Mr. Witness," said Judge 


Hench, "I would like to have you 
explain to this court and jury how 
your father with that revolver in the 
position he was standing there could 
have thrown that ball into his chin." 


There was some objection here on 


the part of the defense for the reason 
that 'this had all been explained be- 
fore, but the court allowed an answer 
and Godfrey said: 


"I don't know." 
DEMONSTRATION 
BARRED. 


Judge Hench then offered to dem- 


onstrate just how the shooting oc- 
curred, but was not allowed to do so 
by the court. Next it was shown 
that Godfrey did not go behind tas 
bar counter to see if his father was 
killed or injured and that Frank en- 
tered immediately after the 
ahots 


were fired. He said he was excited 
after the poor farm was reached and 
he could not remember what was 
eaid in the conversation with Philip 
Lintlag in which he is alleged 
to 


have denied that he shot his father. 


The state dwelt in the cross-exam- 


ination upon the conversation that 
took place between Godfrey, Philip 
Lintlag and his brother Frank at 
the poor farm a short time after the 
shooting and met a persistent denial 
from the defendant that lie could 
recall any of the things that were 
said -or done there. 


In this conversation John Godfrey 


is credited 
with 
having 
denied 


shooting his father and with having 
said that he did not know how li« 
got the gun, and had remarked, "I 
thought I put that gun away and 
didn't think anybody would ever find 
it again." 


He stated, on re-direct examina- 


tion', that there were two revolvers 
at the Godfrey home, one a 32-caliber 
belonging to Prank and another of 
38-caliber that was the property of 
his father. He hid one that belonged 
to his father behind an old cupboard. 


Mrs. Esther Smith followed her 


brother on the stand 
and testified 


that her father had made a number 
of threats that he would kill John. 
Godfrey and that he had shot twice 
at him and had said on divers occa- 
sions that the son looked too much 
like a white man and he would take 
his life sometime. Judge 
Hench 


asked the witness whether or not 
she had been an inmate of several 
houses of ill fame at various times ' 
and she denied each question ini a 
most emphatic manner. 


The reputation for peace and quiet* 


ude of the elder John Godfrey was 
attacked at this point and Nelson O, 
Bart was the first witness called. 
He testified that the reputation was 
bad. 


Thomas 
Greer, Frank 
Heckler, 


Charles Dalman, Dallas Branstrat- 
tor, 
Warren Hoke and John Grider, 


all testified that the reputation of 
the deceased Godfrey was bad. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon the de- 


fense announced thaf it was abtnit

Unveiled in Statuary Hall 


in the Capitof. 


Washington, Feb. 18.—Both houses 


of • congress yesterday honored the 
memory of a woman—Miss Frances 
E. Wiliard. They formally accepted 
as the gift of the state of Illinois a 
statue of the late president of the 
Women's Christian Temperance un- 
ion, who lived in Evanston. Eulogis- 
tic speeches were made and resolu- 
tions were adopted. 


After the exercises in the house, 


1,000 school children of the District 
of Columbia were admitted into the 
rotunda of the capital, and between 
a lane of white ropes marched past 
the statue and deposited flowers at 
Its base. 


The statue was unveiled as they 


appeared and revealed a replica of 
Hiss Wiliard a little more than life 
size. It is of Carrara marble, the 
entire whiteness of statue and pedes- 
tal being in contrast to nil 
other 


statues in the hall, all of whioh have 
bases of dark. hue. Mies Wiliard is 
represented in her favorite vocation 
as lecturer, standing by a reading 
desk, her right arm extended and the 
left arm at her side. In 
her left 


hand she holds a manuscript. The 
head is gracefully posed and the ex- 
pression of the face is strong and 
spiritual. 


Upon the pedestal is inscribed: 
Ah! It is women who have given 


*he costliest hostages to fortune. Out 
into the battle of life they have sent 
their best beloved, with fearful odds 
against them.

PLIMSOLL MARK ON SHIPS. 


Many a person has looked at a 


ship lying in low water and wondered 
what was meant by a circular mark 
with a straight line running through 
it which is to be seen on the side of 
the vessel. 
This is known as the 


'.'Plimsoll mark." 


Samuel Plimsoll, the friend of sea- 


faring men, devoted the best years 
of his life to furthering the interests 
of sailors. 
He noticed that over- 


loaded and unseaworthy vessels were 
often sent on voyages, with great 
danger to human life He tried to 
induce the British parliament to alter 
matters, but, failing 
to do so, he 


himself entered the house of com- 
mons in 1868 and succeeded in get- 
ting the 
merchant 
shipping act 


passed. 


By this act the board of trade was 


empowered 
to detain 
any vessel 


deemed unsafe. Finally owners were 
ordered to have a load water mark 
painted upon their vessels' sides.

Supreme Court of the United 


States Says Massachusetts 


Act is Valid. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
21.—Justice 


Enrlan, of the supreme court of the 
United States, yesterday delivered 
the opinion in the case of Jacobson 
vs. the United States, involving the 
validity of the Massachusetts state 
law giving authority to the health 
authorities of cities and towns in 
the state to impose compulsory vac- 
cination regulations. 
He held the 


law 
to "be constitutional 
on 
the 


ground that the protection, of the 
health of a community may be ex- 
ercised by the state as a police regu- 
lation. 


The supreme court of the United 


States also decided the case of the 
Scottish Union National Insurance 
company vs. the Treasurer of Frank- 
lin County, Ohio, involving the Ohio 
state law requiring foreign insurance 
companies to deposit a part of their 
capital in. the state in order to do 
business there and the right .of the 
state to impose a tax 011 property 
thus deposited.

stomach. During the last few weeks 
ha has been engaged on his autobi- 
Vography, but a week ago he was conv- 
fpelled to abandon the work.

As late as Dffonday he 
spoke of going to his farm as soon as 
spring opened, and predicted that he 
would g-et well. 


EMD CASTE PEACEFTJI/LY. 


The end came peacefully. Wi* last 


word* as he turned to hie wife to bid 
her goed-by were:

The famous patient's condition, 


which had been precarious for the 
last three months, became suddenly 
worse last evening a,t 7i30 o'clock.

In their childish, innocence they did

The remarkable love that existed 


between Gen. Wallace and his wife 
was displayed in all ox its intensity, 
Befutlng to believe the companion of 
her life wai to be thus taken from 
rher JIrs. Wallace clung to her hus- 
'band in heart-breaking sorrow. The 
dying man proved agaia his courage 
by trying In. his feeble way to con- 
sole her. Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wal- 
laco were grief-stricken. Both joined 
in trying to comfort Mrs. Wallace 
and the scene when death came was 
touching in the extreme. 


Dr. Blstlne said that the direct 


cause of the general's death wan ex- 
haustion, resulting front starvation. 


COULD TAKE HO FOOD. 


/ For weeks General Wallace has 


r been unable to take and assimilate 


strengthening foud of any kind. His 
stomach, refused absolutely to per- 


form iti functions and It was only 
his Iron constitution and remarkable 
vitality that kept him alive for more 
than thres months. All nourishment 
for weeks had been given hypoder- 
mically. 


The general'a health began to fall 


two years ago. He had been an in- 
veterate smoker and this was ascrib- 
ed as the cause of his Illness prima- 
rily, He gave up the habit, how- 
ever, and lent every aid to the 
skilled specialists that were called. 
He failed in health slowly but surely 
and three months ago MB condition 
became alarming. He rarely left his 
home and the last time he was on 
the streets was Nor. 4 when he wit- 
nessed the foot ball game between 
Wabash and Indiana university. 


Soon after that he was confined to 


his bed and since that time he sat up 
only a few hours each day. A week 
ago it became known he was sinking 
rapidly. 


HAS HAD VARIED CAREER. 
Gen. Lew Wallace 
was seventy- 


eight years old, author of "Ben Hur," 
"The Fair God" and "The Prince of 
India," a gallant soldier ia the Mexi- 
can and the civil wars, a member of 
the diplomatic corps to two nations, 
and a charming American gentleman.

lace displayed a tendency to neglect try. Gen. Wallace once said: 


"I doubt if any novel has ever had 


more careful studies for its back- 
ground and life than those made for 
'Ben-Hur.' I knew that the novel 
would be criticised by men who had 
devoted their life to Ublical lore, and 
I studied Palestine through maps 
and books. I read everything in the 
way of travel, scientific investiga- 
tion and geography. I had scores 
of maps and worked with them about" 
me. 


"My best guide was a relief map 


of Palestine made in Germany. TMs 
was hung on my wall, and by means 
of it I took my characters through 
the passes of the mountains and up 
and down the hills, measuring their 
daily travel by. the scale of miles. I 
also made studies of the bird 
and 


animal life of the time and place. In- 
deed, my work of this kind was so 
thorough that I have, I believe, made 
only one mistake in the book. 


"It 
was in the smoking of 


Vesuvius. I had the mountain in 
eruption four years before the erup- 
tion burst forth. I afterward looked 
up the date and found it fixed by the 
time of Pliny's death. Pliuy went 
out to describe the volcano and was 
never heard of thereafter. This was 
four years later than the time of the 
incident mentioned in my story."

hut little real foundattonal education. 


TRIED MANY PURSUITS. 


In the state he practiced law, tried 


his lian-d at painting-, became a sol- 
dier, and, the war over, went hack 
home to his books, his forests and 
tils writings. Under an Indiana tree 
'Ben Hur" was begun and seven 
years later was finished. 


Its ideas, forming as the work -went 


on, made the author a convert to 
Christianity. 


While • G-eneral Wallace was sta- 


tioned at the sultan's court, 1881 to 
1885, lie gathered the materials for 
'T&e Prince.of India." While gov- 
ernor 6f New Mexico, in 1878-1881, 
the basis for "The Fair God" waa 
laid.

BODY FOUND BY HIS SON 


Cause for Deed is Unknown- 


Was Formerly on Po- 


lice Force, 


Adolphus J. Hines, a carpenter 


contractor, residing at 2526 South 
Wayne avenue, ended his existence 
'Wednesday by hanging himself in 
hay-loft of his barn. The shocking 
discovery was made at noon by his 
son, Richard Eines, who was seek- 
ing his father to call Mm to dinner 
Mr. Hines was well known and ihigh- 
ly respected, and no «ause can be as- 
signed for his act. He was about 50 
years of age and was a member oJ 
the Tort Wayne police department 
uuder the administration of Mayor 
Oakley, serving first as patrolman 
and later as stationmaster. 


Hinea sought his tragic end in the 


second story of a barn in the rear of 
the residence of W. 
H. Andrews 


S704 South Wayne avenne, which he 
had rented from Mr. Andrews anc 
was using as a store house for his 
carpenter equipment and his 'horse 
and wagon. 
He was seen to entei 


the barn -about 10 in the 
morn- 


ing, and -when the son entered the 
barn and peered into the hay-loft he 
was horrified to see the form of his 
father suspended 
by 
means of a 


hitching strap from a small brace 
which extended across the rafters. 


LIFE WAS EXTINCT.- 


Tie son at once summoned Super- 


intendent of Police Gorsline, who re- 
sides "but a few 
doors away. 
Mr. 


Gorsline ascended into the hay-loft 
of the small barn and hurriedly low- 
ered tihe body of the suicide, but life 
was extinct, and Coroner Stults, who 
was at once summoned, expresses tne 
belief that death had ensued at least 
one hour and a half previous to the 
discovery. 
Hines had prepared .for 


his end carefully. He had dug away 
the hay 30 that a trestle upon which 
•Jie stood to adjust the strap about 
his neck in the form, of a slip-noose 
could be kicked Iree of his feet when 
he chose to step off the trestle to liis 
death. 
The remains were lowered

TO SQUELCH NODULE DISEASE. 


Thorough Fall Cultivation and Crop- 


ping Will Protect Sheep. 


(Dr. W. H. Dalrymple, Louisiana Ex- 


periment Station.) 


At this station certain ewes were 


secured which were known to ba af- 
fected with, the -trouble. They were 
bowed and the lambs which they 
. produced were kept apart from them 
except when they were sucking. In 
a small pasture at hand sheep were 
grazed that were also known to ho 
affected with nodular disease. 
The 


grazing continued 
for soica time. 


Some of the lambs referred to when 
weaned were put upon the pasture 
referred to and grazed oa it 
After 


a time these lambs died and a post 
mortem revealed in one case at least 
the presence of nodules on the intes- 
tines, also of tapeworms and stom- 
ach, worms. The other was similarly 
affected, except t^ftt search was not 
made for stomach, •worms, as the post 
mortem examination was conducted 
in the absence of a doctor. Two of 
the lambs were fed in their apart- 
ments 
until several 
months old. 


They -were not allowed on the pas- 
ture at all. 'When slaughtered no 
trace of nodule disease was found. 
In fact, the lambs were quite healthy. 


The small pasture on which the 


diseased sheep and lambs had been 
grazing was plowed up, care being 
taken to overturn all the surface, and 
around the fences the ground was 
turned over with a spade." The ob- 
ject, of course, was to destroy any 
germs that might infest the pasture. 
Bermuda grass came up In the plot 
in ittie sprang. Ewes were secured 
known to be affeoted with the dis- 
ease. The lambs were reared for a 
time on the .principle of those first 
mentioned. "When waaned they were 
.flnit grazed on this pasture for sev- 
eral months and when slaughtered 
were found to be perfectly healthy. 
Dr. Dalrymple' draws the following 
'conclusions from -the eagjeriment.

BEEEP IN THE ORCHARD. 


The greatest value of sheep in an 


orchard is found probably in their 
being used as a means of fertilizing 
orchards that are bearing. If pui 
.in the same somewhat early in the 
spring and fed a suitable 
supple- 


mentary food with the grass which 
the-orchard may furnish, it will be 
found that the cheep will thus con- 
vey fertility to the land, and they 
will do so in a marked degree if fed 
on right kinds of food. 
Such food 


may consist very largely of wheat 
bran, which is in itself a valuable 
fertilizer. 
It may be wise to en- 


courage the sheep to eat it freely, to 
add a little grain in the form of oats. 
A little oil cake will also improve 
the food. The droppings thus left in 
the orchard will tend very much to 
its enrichment. 
The outcome will 


he that where this system is perse- 
vered in during considerable portions 
of the season, the orchard will thus 
be provided with a liberal applica- 
tion of fertility. 
This statement, of 


course, is based on the supposition 
that there is some proper relation 
between the number of sheep grazed 
and the area of the orchard.

KEEP THEM HUMPING. 


No animal can remain at a stand- 


still without loss to its owner, 
an animal is not gaining, then

food and labor are thrown away. If 
an animal, loses only a pound in 
weight, then the farmer not only 
suffers a loss of that which he once 
had, hut must incur additional ex- 
pense to regain that one pound, hut 
the time lost 
cannot be recovered. 


When there is a falling off in the 
weight or tha yield of milk is re- 
duced, the cause should be sought, 
and if an error has occurred or there 
is fault in the management, a ch'anse 
should be mads for the better with- 
out delay. 


LOSS IN EXPOSED MANURE. 


When fresh, manure is allowed to 


remain in a heap, decomposition com- 
mences in a few days. The carbon 
combines with oxygen from the air, 
producing carbonic dioxide, which is 
given off of the manure pile. Con- 
siderable heat is produced 
during 


this process, which dries out the wa- 
ter, and as the water passes out of 
the manure, the dry state causes the 
nitrogen to pass out. While the en- 
tire heap of manure is wat, the loss 
of nitrogen is small, but the waste 
of the valuables is by leaching. 


Experience 
demonstratee that a 


ton of stable manure exposed for six 
months will lose almost one-half its 
weight and 2.7 pounds of nitrogen. 
When exposed for one year ths loss 
of nitrogen is a little over one-third. 
If the exposure be continued for two 
years end over, two-thirds or more 
of the fertilizer properties would be 
wasted, leaving not more than sixty 
cents of value to the ton.

•CB00KED BREAST BONE IN 


TURKEYS. 


The extreme softness of bone of 


very young fowls and the propor- 
tionately large -weight of turkeys, 
make it rather difficult to keep the 
bones from being bent. 
The only 


perch recommended lor prevention 
is a broad, flat one. But even with 
a perch like this, .the entire breast- 
bone will sometimes bend over to one 
side. There are those who assert .that 
this defect is a matter of blood and 
breeding, 
anfl, that a bird with a 


crooked breast should never bo used 
as a breeder. To a limited extent, 
perhaps, this is true. That is, if a 
bird of similar age and under the 
same conditions with others turned 
out not to have this defeat it would 
bo aa. intimation that his bones were 
not SQ soft as t!ie others, and thus he 
might make a breeder that would 
improve the flock in tnls. respect, but 
probably a flat perch and a supply of 
bone in the food would reach the end 
desired more surely in the flock at 
large.

BEEF TEA NOT NOURISHING. 


Although of great value as a stim- 


ulant, beef tea is not as nourishing 
as many suppose. It contains only 
about eight per cent, of the real 
nutriment of the meat, aud as ordi- 
narily made only three or four per 
cent. 
A simple way cf preparing 


beef juice, which is similar to beef 
tea, but 
stronger, is 
as follows; 


Choose a thick, juicy steak without 
any fat.

worked than any looms in the world, 
mating twenty-four hours in a day 
for over three hundred days in 'the 
year, Sundays not excepted. Hay by 
practice seems to ha as essential for 
a dairy animal as coal is for the 
monstrous boilers to run the looms 
in the mill. 


Clean stalls, clean cows and clean 


dairy barns can only be kept clean 
by keeping the cows' droppings just 
right.

Hay and the proper use of 
concentrated foods, when fed with 
judgment, keep the cows' droppings 
just light, and consequently the ani- 
mals are clean and .the dairy barn is 
clean in summer as well as in win- 
ter.

BEET, PULP AND ALFALFA. 


When R. W. Clark, of Utah, fed 


a bunch of steers last season he found 
that they made a pound of gain from 
11,5 pounds of alfalfa hay and 31.4 
pounds of beet pulp, at a cost of 2,8 
cents. 
In the case of sheep, 
the 


cost of a pound of gain was 3.8 cents, 
and 10 pounds of alfalfa and 36.6 
pounds of beet pulp were required. 
When beet pulp was fed ad libitum 
with alfalfa to steers it h^d a value 
of SI.85, and when similarly fed to 
sheep it had a value of $1.13 a ton. 
On a full ration of alfalfa and grain 
—bran and shorts in equal parts— 
the steers mads a pound of gain at 
a cost of 4.93 cenits. With another 
lot fed alfalfa, grain and beet pulp, 
a pound of gain 
cost 3.98 cents. 


When a full ration of alfalfa and 
pulp was fed with a half ration of 
grain a pound of gain was made from 
9.2 pounds of alfalfa, 2.03 pounds 
of grain and 19.1 pounds of pulp, 
the cost being 3.51 cents. When a 
full ration of grain and pulp was fed 
with a half ration of alfalfa a pound 
of gain was made from 4.38 pounds 
of alfalfa, 3.65 pounds of grain and 
21.3 pounds of pulp, at a cost of 3.84 
cents. Molasses in small quantities 
—four pounds a head daily—fed with 
eight pounds of grain and beet pulp 
ad libitum had a value of S2.35 the 
ton.

HELP FOB INJTJHED TEEES. 


They Need Attention Same as Ani- 


mals That Have Been Hurt. 


The cold winter will leave thous* 


ends of fruit trees in bad conoition 
in the spring. Many will be found 
to be badly frozen. The best thing 
to do in such cases is trim the in- 
jured parts severely, not only re- 
move all that is badly injured, but 
be sure that it is cut back to the per- 
fectly healthy wood. 


The best time to do this work is 


after the first warm, spell, which will 
usually start the eap sufficiently so 
that one can 
determine just how 


much injury has been done. As the 
sap will not flow in the injured parts 
the wood has a shrunken, discolored 
appearance which can be easily de- 
tected. 


Broken limbs should 
be sawed 


smoothly before active growth be- 
gins, the cut 
place 
covered with 


thick paper not to prevent loss of 
sap so much as to protect th* wood 
from injury 
of moisture and in- 


sects. 


Cavities of any kind should 
ba 


cleaned out and filled as soon as un- 
covered. This will prevent rot. Aa 
a rot works toward -the heart of trw, 
it should be stopped at once, for if 
the heart is reached the *rae la ruin-t 
ed. A little care at &rst will sava 
it for a life of usefulness.

sufficiently tight to hold the limba 
together in their proper position. If 
all the cracked places are then filled 
with melted paraffin the tree will re- 
cover from the injury and be aa' 
strong- as "before. 


When trees are girded by mica or 


rabbits, they can be saved, even 
though very "badly injured, by this 
plan: Take a piece of tile a little 
larger than the trunk of the tree, 
and split it open lengthwise. 
Place 


it in position around the tree and 
fasten -together with rope or wire. 
Then fill the space between the tres 
with fine mellow soil pressed down 
so that it 'will be firm. Leave it un- 
disturbed until the following spring. 
It can then'he removed and the tree 
will have formed new bark to cover 
the girdled places. 


FEEDING IS A TEADE. 


Feeding is a trade the same as the 


carpenter. I admit that anyone can 
throw some feed to the stock, but to 
feed in the true sense of the wor3 
takes months and years of practice, 
and then some fail. In feeding wa 
should watch two points—first, 
of 


giving the brute enough, bu't not too 
much to accomplish the desired re- 
sult, either of growing- or fattening. 
Second, of knowing how much your 
brute really needs. 
There 
is the. 


stumbling block to many 
feeders. 


And I may say that shredded fodder 
is the most deceitful roughage that is 
led. It has been tested and found 
that a twelve-hill shock of 
fodder 


can be placed in a salt barrel when 
shredded, so it can reacJly be seen 
the danger of overfeeding. It has 
been my experience that to obtain 
the best result from feeding shredded 
fodder to feed light and very often. 
It is cleaned up better, and does ths 
stock much more good than to feed 
heavier. It is my opinion that to 
obtain the best result from it is to 
feed it once a day, feeding hay for 
the morning and the fodder for the 
evening. It has been found that one 
shock shredded is worth two in the 
field. The refuse makes some of the 
best bedding- that can be secured. In 
my opinion, its handiness, the saving 
of corn and fodder and the general 
good results commends its use.

IRON IN THE SPINACH. 


Agricultural _ , investigators 
in 


Austria have been trying to get more 
iron in vegetables, with much suc- 
cess. Iron salts in vegetables are of 
such a nature as to be readily as- 
similated into the system, and the 
experiments conducted were for the 
purpose of growing plants contain- 
ing a much greater portion of the 
iron than is the case with the ordi- 
nary species. 
The first experiment 


was made with 
spinach by adding 


hydrate of iron to the 
soil. The 


spinach grown 
from 
seed 
sown 


showed a percentage of iron seven 
times as great as ordinary spinach, 
without injury to the plant. This Is 
considered a very favorable result, 
as 
the iron contents are- sufficient 


for medical purposes and in a form 
which posesses none of the defects 
of the best artificial preparations.

21.—So over- 


crowded is Bellevue hospital that ap 
peals were made to other hospitals in 
this city yesterday by Acting Supt. 
Michael Bickard for the reception of 
all the convalescent patients they 
can- accommodate. Both the Metro- 
politan and the city 
hospitals on 


Blackwells island are so crowded that 
the authorities at Bellevue were in- 
formed that no more patients can be 
transferred to those hospitals, 


Never in the history of Bellevue 


and allied hospitals 
have the re- 


sources of the institutions been so 
strained. The limit has been reached 
and if the applications for treatment 
come in at the rate they have been 
for the last -week deserving sick peo- 
ple will have to be turned away. 


From all the hospitals the same 


report is made—never 
have there 


been so many patiemts suffering from 
lung diseases, pneumonia, bronchitis, 
influenza aud tuberculosis. 


The death rate among such, patients 


at Bellevue has jumped at an alarm- 
ing pace, until there are now regis- 


• tered daily from fifteen to twenty 


deaths. 
Many of the patients are 


sleeping on the floors. 


More than 100 men-, double the 


usual quota, were treated in the alco- 
holic ward at Bellevue last night. 
It is explained that most of the pa- 
tients are men who have been ex- 
posed to the cold without adequate 
protection of clothing or nourish- 
ment. Many of them have been out 
in the streets shoveling snow. 


The liquor dealer has got most of 


what they earned, the doctors say, 
and many of them have to be trans- 
ferred from the alcohol wards to an- 
other, as they are found to have de- 
veloped pneumonia in most cases. 


Normally Bellevue has accommoda- 


tions for 800 patients. 
Yesterday

With this sweeping statement,

GIST OF THE CHARGES. 


The charges are in connection with 


the $100,000,000 bond issue during 
the Cleveland administration, and in 
brief they allege that Mr. Eckels was 
given his present position as presi- 
dent of the Commercial 
National 


bank as a reward for swinging the 
bonds to the 
syndicate by "peek- 


ing" into the envelops in which the 
bids were sealed. The article con- 
tinues: 
[I met Mr. Eckels during the 


Cleveland bond performance. I need 
not enter into the details of that ex- 
traordinary affair here, for it is one 
of the sore spots in recent American 
history. 
Briefly, the administration 


at Washington 
attempted to issue 


$100,000,000 government bonds and 
deliver them in a snap sale to the 
'system.' The New York World be- 
gan a crusade against the transac- 
tion, and was so successful that the 
administration was compelled to of- 
fer the issue to the public through 
competitive bids. 
The result—the 


bonds fetched many more millions 
for the government that if the deal 
had been allowed to slip along the 
ways the 'system' had greased for it. 


'I remember well the scene at the 


opening of the bids. It was in the 
United States treasury at Washing- 
ton. With many others who do- 
sired an allotment of the bonds, 
I 


was present. We were crowded into 
a small room, and following the di- 
rection of young Mr. Eckels, who 
handled the transaction, we handed 
over to Mm our bids, which, accord- 
ng to the advertised program, were 
,n sealed envelopes, 


HINTS AT 35JUIK PLOT. 


"After all the bida were submit- 


ted—mine was for a number of mil- 
ions—the envelopes were taken by 
Mr. Eckels Into a rear room. 
Then 


a few of the leading financiers pres- 
ent, among them John, A. McCall, of 
the New York Life; J. Pierpont Mor- 
jan and one or two others of the 
'system's* foremost representatives, 
got their heads together and began 
an earnest conference. Certain of 
;hem went out of the room and after: 
a while returned for further confer- 
ence. 
; 


There were several 
confabula- 


iona and comings and goings, until 
Inally, after a monotonous delay, the 
bids were opened and the bonds 
awarded. Morgan, McCall et al. Lad 
secured the bulk of the issue at a 
irice many points above what any- 
one had been led to believe the bonds 
would sell for, and many points 
tiigher than the 'system' and the 
government had proclaimed to the 
people they could possibly sell for, 
yet at a price which showed millions 
of a profit a few hours after the bids 
were opened. 


CHARGE ALREADY MADE. 


"I do not charge that the public's 


envelopes were opened and 'peeked' 
into before the 'system's' bids were 
sealed. Such a charge is not neces- 
sary. It has been made many times 
by the press. 
Mr. Eckels, to the 


minds of such of us 
as could see 


through 
cracks in a floor wide 


enough 
to drive 
a four-in-hand 


coach into without unhooking the 
leaders, had lived up to his role as a 
financial 
phenomenon, and when 


some time afterward it was bruited 
abroad that this able young man was 
to have tbe presidency of the City 
bank, or any other large bank be- 
longing 
to the 'system' that he 


might select, there was no surprise, 
although much comment, in 
Wall 


street. 


:'Mr. Eckels finally accepted the

the frying pan and brown -lightly and 
quickly In the seasoned butter; add at 
cupful of chopped celery: then turn in 
a pint of well-seasoned, thin brown 
gravy from either veal OP chicken (If 
the gravy .left over is thick it may ba 
•thinned -with stock from the bones), 
the juice of half a lemon, and a salt- 
spoonful of grated orange peel; let 
.stminer, covered, twenty minutes, turn- 
ing the joints- once in a while. Have 
previously prepared a nice, flaky crust, 
roll a fchSn strip and fit it around tha 
Inside of an enameled pan (do not Una 
the bottom), place (the 'hot rabbit of 
squirrel neatly in, mixing through iti 
a cupful of chopped mushrooms and a 
dessert spoonful of minced parsley; 
pour over -the 'hot gravy, of which thera 
should be sufficient to nearly cover tfha 
meat; immediately place on the uppef 
crust and trim to fit neatly, first having 
moistened the rim of the pastry lining; 
Press lightly to make the edges adhere; 
decorate with a few dfam.ond-she.peii 
pieces of pastry moistened on tihe under 
side and placed regularly about tha 
<edge, or use instead a twisted strip f 
cut out a smaH round from the centeR 
and insert a -thick white paper funnel 
to serve as a vent for *he steam anxl 
keep the gravy from running over tha 
edge; put without delay in a brisk oven 
and bake untia a light brown. 
This 


may be served hot or cold. If you hava 
no veal or chicken gravy -teft over to 
utilize, add instead the same quantity 
of sweet milk aftfl ft dessert spoonful of 
better, and add tihe lemon juice Just 
before turning into the dish. A pastry 
diamond or -leaf Ahould be cut, baked 
separately, and laid over the opening 
left by Hie paper funnel when tihe pia 
Is Liken from the oven, or a sprig oj 
parsley may be placed there just be* 
fore serving the pi«. 


Grilled Beef—It must be cut from tha 


rare part in even sMces, not too thick, 
dipped In melted butter and grilled 
quickly over a clear fire from three to 
five minutes, no longer. Season lightly 
•with a dusting of salt and pepper and 
arrange closely overlapping on tha 
platter. Serve with potato chips and 


Creole Sauce—Melt two tablespoon- 


fuls of butter in a saucepan, add two 
toMespoonfuls of flne3y minced onion 
and a taibiespoonful of finely chopped 
green pepper, fry very slowly to a HgOxt 
browin, stiiriJng constantly. Add two 
level tablespoonfuls of flour and stir 
until It leaves the pan, then slawly pour 
in a ipint of ihot stock (brown), a hal( 
tcaspoonful of dry mustard, which ha* 
been mixed dn two tcaspoonfuls of 
vinegar and two teaspoonfuOs of Wor- 
cestershire saoice.

Then just before taking from the flre 
add one-quarter of a can of mushrooms 
cut dn liailves ami a teoapoonful of 
minced parsley. Let come to a boil, 
Immediately remove from the flre, pour 
around the meat placed ready on a hot 
platter and serve.

Brussels Sprouts—Trim, wash and 


soak one quart of Brussels sprouts in 
saflted water for ten minutes.
